The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



While Barrett (Patent No. 5,323,393) discloses remotely controlling the status of a 
networked peripheral through an bidirectional interactive network board. The system obtains 
status information from the printer for displayed at the administrator's console for alteration by 
an operator. Barrett does not teach grouping the parameters corresponds to respective events on 
the peripheral apparatus and altering all others parameters as one of the parameters is altered. 

And Adolfsson (Patent No. 6,092,078) teaches interfacing network peripheral devices 
with a browser including monitoring the peripheral devices on a network using a graphical user 
interface (GUI). Adolfsson does not teach grouping the parameters corresponds to respective 
events on the peripheral apparatus and altering all others parameters as one of the parameters is 
altered. 

Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for acquiring status information of a peripheral on a network having all the claimed 
features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: grouping means for grouping 
parameters corresponding to the respective events on the peripheral apparatus and related to the 
time-out parameter memorized by said memory means into a predetermined group; control 
means adapted, in the event that the value of the one parameter is altered by said alteration 
means, to alter the values of the other parameters in the predetermined group according to the 
alteration of the one parameter; and other limitations related to these features in combination 
with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. Also, there is no motivation 
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to combine the Barrett reference with the Adolfsson reference to meet these limitations. It is for 
these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
